Ah! but he was a gentle- 
man at the business! He lined six of us 
on the road, and got a bodole of about 
little town up in the mountains, a let~- 
ter whieh had been knocking about for 
several week: was handed to him. He 
- was just afoul to set off on one of his 
expeditions. ‘te loys who saw him 
read that letter said that tears came to 
his eyes and he was all knocked out. 
He tore it up and cast the pieces away, 
and for a time he didn't scem tuo know 
what course to take.

He made a haul of about 
$2000 off the four of us, but he seemed 
reluctant 19 tahe up the boodle, und 
make off’ I have always believed that 
he was wishing he could sit down for 
a talk with one of us and lighten his 
burden by sharing it.

It 
may have told of troubles and sorrows, 
and death. There surely was grief and 
woe to have upset him so.

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HAM AND ITS USES, 
(By Louts Roie.) 

Of ail the meat products of the country 
there is nothing that is so universally 
Well regarded as suited to all seasons 
and to all conditions ag harm:9nd bacon, 
In north and south, in winter and sum- 
mer, in war. and peace, the smoked pro- 
duct of the hog seems to fill the bil. Let 
us consider for a few moments its prep- 
eration and uses, - 

In the first place let me suggest that 
the size of a ham has much to do with 
the way it snould be served. A whole 
ham will boil much more satisfactorily 
than a part of one. For boiling or fry- 
ing never use a ham of less than 12 
pounds, and one weighing 15 pounds is 
better, Even then only the center of 
the ham: should be sliced. Take off at 
least two inches of the large end in one 


cut and then slice up the remainder as 
it is needed until the upper joint of the 


bone is reached. It is well to use this 
shank with the thick slice taken from 


the end in preparing the. many nice 


dishes of which ham js a basis. 

Ham for broiling or frying should be 
cut In slices-never more than one-quar- 
ter of an inch thick, and even thinner 
than that is preferrable. If the meat is 
too salt put it after it is sliced in cold 
water for an hour before cooking, then 
dry carefully with a napkin. Never use 
tepid or hot water for this purpose, as 
it will toughen the meat. Never cook 
sliced ham until it is time to serve it, for 
when after evoking it is left by the fire 
to walt and keep warm it will speedily 
toughen, [osé allits juices, and-be about 
as palatable as leather. 

After using the choicest central cuts 
for broiling or frying the ends of the 
ham may be made equally valuable. 
Boil them slowly but thoroughly, take 
out the bone, carefully trim off the skin 
and the entire outer surface, and any 
bits of the meat that may have become 
discolored. Chop the fat and lean to- 
gether, and mix thoroughly and you have 
the basis of almost numberless dishes 
Let us prepare a few, beginning with 

HAM OMELET. 

Put the desired . quantity of ham 
chopped as above into a frying pan, pour 
over it endv@h of eggs (which have pre- 
viousty—been—weH-beaten with a cup of 
milk) to make a generous omelet, stir 
thoroughly, and as soon as the egg stiff- 
ens dish and send to the table smoking 
hot. 

HAM CROQUETTES, 

Chop the ham finer than for an cme- 
let and season with pepper and mustard. 
With a little flourin hand make up small 
balls and Gip in ‘beaten egg, rollin crumbs 
of bread or cracker, and fry to a light 
brown in deep fat. 

But you do not need to be instructed 
in these details. The essential thing te 


| to select and prepare the ham properly 


in the first place. When this is done 

you will have no difficulty in disposing 

of it either in slices or chopped form,

DRIED APPLE PIE, 

Use the cleanest and best dried apples. 
Remove every bit of core or anything 
that may. be objectionable, Wash them 
thoroughly, and put them in bolling 
water—just enough to show among the 
pieces, and cook until tender, Wash 
well, and if lumpy, sift them. Add sugar 
to taste,the amount will depend upon the 
apple.

and eight “first” prizes, of $5 each.

Trouble in the South for Andover 
People. 


For some time past, trouble has been 
brewing at the Kincaid mills, near Grif- 
fin, Georgia, where is located A, G, 
Martin, superintendent of the mills, and 
a brother-in-law of Mrs. William Mar- 
land of this place. The difficulty seems 
to be the old race predjudice and an- 
other question, comparatively new in the 
South, the labor question. With the 
springing up of large factories and mills, 
employing a great. many hands,- such 
difficulties were bound to oceur. ‘The 
southern people do not like a negro and 
object to having anything in common 
with him, About three weeks. ago, 
three negros employed ina menial ca- 
pacity at the Kincaid mills, one of them 
the private servant of Supt. Martin, 
were taken from their cabins at night, 
at the point of the pistol by a crowd of 
twenty or thirty white men and, after 
being taken some distance off, were 
severely whipped and sotherwise mal- 
treated, then ordered to leave the _place,, 

With the apprehension of some of the 
supposed participants in the affair, came 
threats to Mr. Martin and __ several 
others of the better class who uphold 
the mill management in their actions, 
and violence was promised them if they 
did not leave the place. 

The governor of the. state was ap- 
pealed to and he ordered out the Griffin 
Rifles who guarded the Kincaid mills and 
bosses’ houses one night but no distur- 
bance was made that evening. since 
then several of the inmates of the diff- 
erent employer’s houses, take turns in 
guarding the premises to see that no 
one molests them. George A. Marland, 
son of Major William Marland, who has 
been located in Atlarita, for“some fine, 
was called to Griffin by his uncle, Mr, 
Martin to assist in this work and writes 
home. of his experiences, Ile thinks 
the trouble is nearly over now anid exe 
pects soon to return to Atlanta.

Seminary Sends Out a Large Class 


Interesting Excercises at the Ninety- 
First Anniversary. New Professor 
Installed, 


Theological Seminary 


The Andover 
observed her ninety-tirst anniversary 


| during the past week, and fourteen new 


preachers of the gospel have been sent 
from out her portal. 

The exercises began last Sunday morn- 
ing with the Sacrament'of the Lord’s 
Supper in the Chapel at 10.30. At 4p. 
m., .Rev. Edward Y. Hincks, > D. 
preached the baccalaureate sermon to 
the graduating class. On Tuesday even- 


{ 
ing, the anniversary of the Society of 
Inquiry was held at the Chapel, and 
Pres, William DeWitt Hyde, D, D., de- 


livered an address, Wednesday after- 
noon a meeting of the Alumni was held 
beginning at 2.30 p. m., and in the even- 
ing the reception occurred.” 

The commencement exercises took 
place in the Chapel, Thursday morning, 
followed at noon by the dinner at which 
were present the trustees. of the Semi- 
nary, the board of visitors, past mem- 
bers of the board of visitors and trustees, 
donors to.the seminary, ministerial dele- 
gates, other clergymen, faculty of Phil- 
lips Academy, and the graduating class. 


The Baccalauieate. 


tev. Professor .Edward Y, Hincks, D. 
D., of the Theological Seminary preached 
the baccalaureate sermon to the gradu- 
ating class of the seminary in the Chapel 
Church’last Sunday afternoon. ‘he 
edifice was filled with the ‘students of 
the school and townspeople. Floral 
decorations and special musie increased 
the interest in the beautiful service. 

Prof. Hincks spoke in part as follows: 

“We having the same spirit of faith ae- 
cording as it is written, L believed, and 
therefore have [ spoken; we also belleve 
and therefere speak.’ 

Our subject is preaching as expressed 
by the preacher’s faith. ‘the minister is 
the preacher, he is not a priest. Christ- 
ianity, is no such,order. No man is di- 
vinely called either to move God by 
performing magic rites or to move men 
by persuading them that in the use of 
such rites he has power with their 
maker, ° The one kind of mediation 
which Christianity knows works not 
heavenward but earthward. 
.servant of God goes from him to 
lead men to him. ‘rhis is the ordér of 
ministers, whose service springs out of 
the very life of Christianity, the religion 
of love working through truth. ‘his 
work of giving truth is a faith service. 
He who does it has something to say 
because he believes something. - He 
would have other men share his belief, 
therefore he speaks: 

A minister goes to 
things he believes. They are all he has 
to give them, He is not an angel who 
has been in heaven and ean tell about 
its life. We received the things of 
God as every man has to do by faith. 
He cannot claim to have had a better ac- 
cess to them than is possessed by the 
humblest Christian. 

The speaking carries the best light of 
the, speaker. All that his faith makes 
him appear’ in his utterances, therefore 
the truth comes from him carrying the 
power of personality. So it carries the 
freshness of life. He is not called to 
tell men what other people believe, nor 
what he thinks he ought to believe; his 
special work is not to give information 
about what the church believed or is 
now believing; it is not to explain what . 
Isaiah or Jeremiah or Paul cr John be- | 
lieved; it is to tell What he himself be- 
lieves. ‘This faith of the minister is fed | 
by the disclosures which God made of 
himgelf in other days, as the spring at 


In. it the 


men with the 


| the mountain’s base is fed by the rains 


and snows which the heavens have, 


| month after month, sent down on. its 


barren peaks and wooded sides. ‘That 
which came in those earlier gifts is 
offered frest and’ sparkling fi this living 
“water. 

“We believe and therefore we speak 
the words which carry an un lertone ct. 
joy.” It is always pleasant to talk when 
one has something to say. One who 
is full of that which seems (o him of all 
things best worth seeing cannot. but 
have delight in speaking. | aul’s letters 
are great streams from an overflowing 
mind and their rushing current seems 
like that of a mountain rivulet. Who 
doubts that he loved his work? Preach- 
ing gave him a delight in which his 
pains were swallowed up. The modern 
minister’s Work knows comparatively 
little of Paul’s suffering, much of iis 
joy. It has the gladness of self-expres- 
sion, 

-“One who notes carefully the signs of 
the spiritual sky can see evidence that 
the preacher’s mission will soon gain’a 
fuller recognition in the church than it 
has had for, centuriés. The day when 
the church can believe that Chirist’s 
power is to be weilded through a book 
to which it attributes the qualities of 
spiritual personality, of divine persona!- 
ity, is rapidly passing. It must soon 
come to accept Paul’s thought of the 
divine economy of salvation, “Faith 
cometh by: hearing,” and to. give greater 
honor to thé preacher’s mission. : 

Beloved friends of the graduating 
class, 1 believe that I have expressed 
your thoughts of the work in) which 
you are about to entér; you have shared 
our life these three years and in our 
mutual intercourse have made us fecl 
that we know you not only as students 
but as men, 

The joy we have had in your zeal and 
fidelity in study-has come in a great 
measure from our conviction that your 
intellectual life was inspired and i- 
rected by Christian faith, and now we 
are sure that as you stand on the thres 
hold of your work, your-conviction ef 
its real character and meaning is dear | 
and dominant, You have something to 
say to men; you feel, because you believe 
something and would have them share 
your faith init. You know that you be- 
lieve, and what it is, oryrather, like | 


The reflection and research of these late 
years have nourished your faith. (1 
think I may say for you what I have 
heard you say for yourselves.) It las 
gained in self knowledge and in self re-" 
spect. As it has grown, its sister and 
helpér—hope—has taken on larger sta- 
ture, and now it is to speak, and it longs 
to’ do so. “While I mused, the fire 
burned, then spake I withemy tongue.” 
You feel that utterance will relieve the 
inner burning. ‘ 

You leave us, then, to follow faith's 
bidding, to let her shape your life and 
inspire its. utterance. You earry some 
thing of ourselves with you, somethinz 
of which we are glad and ‘proud, in thet 


‘aged 91: 
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~ Yon do hot know the number of years 
which your alloted service is to carry. 
The sunlight of this summer afternoon 
lies warm upon the graves of two men 
whom you knew, here as comrades. They. 
spoke what they believed; their broken 
life put itself into an utterance, and in 
that word lives on: A single word, a 
fragment yet holding power, who doubts 
it? “~The ‘pathos’ and mystery of the 
early death lending its own power to the 
utterance. 

Such may be the «testimony appointed 
to some one of you. Others will give a 
fuller utterance to their faith. 

May each so commit himself so. fully 
to that which he believes, so fully put 
himself into hig inspired word, that his: 
life shall be gathered up into a single 
utterance, “Christ is Lord,” so shall he, 
being dead, yet speak. 


Alumni Meeting. 


The alumni of the Andoyer Theolog- 
ical seminary held a meeting yesterday 
afternoon in the seminary chapel. 

Rev. George E.. Fisher, ‘49, of Am- 
herst, the senior member of the house 
of representatives, was moderator. 

The necrology report by Rev. C. C. 
Carpenter of Andover showed that 
thirty-five of the alumniof the semi- 
nary had died the past year. 

“"i’wenty-oue Were graduates, eleven 
had taken only a part of their theolog- 
ical course here,.one was a graduaie of 
the special course, and two studied «as 
resident lcentiates, Thirty of the thir- 
ty-five were college men, six coming 
from Amherst and six from Yale, three 
eacu trym Dartmouth and. Williams, 
two from Oberlin, and one each from 
Hamilton, Illinois, Pennsylvania, 
Waynesburg, Brown university, Ohio 
university, Michigan university, Ver- 
mont university, Boston university, and 
Oneida Institute. 

“The service these men had rendered 
was specially varied in place, in kind, 
in duration, Four had spent more or 
less of their lives in the missionary 
field, from the fifty-two years of the 
veteran Fairbank in India to the three 
years of Sherman in Jerusalem, Four 
had been home missionanes in the 
West, Parker of the ‘Kansas Band,” 
being pre-eminent inl self-denying tof! 
“at a critical time and place in national 
history. Dr. Clapp, “the beloved secre- 
tary,” and Towle, of the Sunday School 
Society’s work in lowa, had been in the 
same service. Others preached long 
and faithfully in New England, while 
Alcen, Dickinson,’ Guerney, and Love 
labored in both East ahd West. Dr. 
Bartlett as preacher and college presi- 
dent, and Dean Murray as preacher and 
college professor; Dr. Brand, preach- 
ing with power in a long-continued 
pastorate, and Dr. Gould, preaching 
with power in many pulpits, illustrate 
further the variety of service accom- 
plished, Several ‘did their work in the 
Presbyterian church; the Baptist and 
Free Will Baptist, the Cumberland 
Presbyterian, the Episcopal, the Lu- 
theran churches Had each a representa- 
tive; Parker Pillsbury worked outside 
of the. church—he thought, agianst the 
church. Some toiled on twenty, thirty, 
forty, fifty ears. Dutcher and Fessen- 
den fell in. the harness before their 
first year of labor was ended. With all 
their diversities of gifts and operations, 
they served. the same Lord,” 

At the business session it was an- 
nounced that Mr. Joseph L. Partridge 
of Brooklyn, N. Y., of the class of ‘34, 
was celebrating his 95th birthday and 
it was voted to send him a message of 
congratulation.

WATER WASTED. 


The water board in a communication 


sent to the city, council insinuates that | 


the city departments waste the water 
suplied to them free of cost and re- 
quests that the departments be com- 
pelled to pay for this watér heréafter. 
The communication is as follows: 
Lawrence, June 5, 1899. 

To His Honor the Mayor and the City 

Council of the city. of Lawrence: 
Gentlemen: 

At a meeting of the Lawrence water 
board held May -24, 1899, it was voted to 
petition your honorable boay to make 
provision to credit the water depart- 
ment for water furnished to the several 
city department. The board are of the 
opinion that the custom wnhnicn obtains 
among the other city departments. of 
crediting each other with the labor 
rendered and the property transferred 
from one department to another should 
be observed also in regard to the affairs 
of the water works. At present no ac- 
count is kept of the quantity of water 
furnished the several departments, AS 
a result millions of gallons of water are 
pumped every year for whicn tne water 
department give no credit or compensa- 
tion. We believe if such credit were 
given it would prove satisracwry In 
several ways. It would surely cause a 
vast decrease in the quantity of water 
furnished these departments, as they 
would not be so lavish of its use, if it 
had to be accounted for, This would re- 
cult in a considerable saving to the city. 

Then too it. would enable the public 
to get something like an; approximate 
idea of the relative expense and income 
of the department. 

Take the matter of street. sprinkling 
for instance. The water department 
furnishes the water for sprinkling the 
streets although the revenue accruing 
therefrom is credited to the street de- 
partmnt. The estimated quantity of wa- 
ter furnished for this purpose mt 1895 
as per report of the street commission 
of that year was 26,000,004 gallons, The 
quantity of water furnished for this 
purpose’-has increased eacn year since 
that time and it is estiimaced to be not 
less than 29,000,000 gallons. 

This quantity is small as compared 
with the aggregate consumpiton of the 
several departments, using water; yet 
at 10 cents per 100 cubic feet it amounts 
to in round numbers $3800. 

At present the water department is 
charged with thé interest on the water 
debt and also the amount requffed by 
law to be paid to the commussioners of 
the water loan sinking fund, aggregat- 
ing in round numbers $59,000. The cost 
for maintaining repairs and niter main- 
tenance averages not less tnan $40,000. 
The receipts for 1898 amounted & $102,- 
338.38. 

From the above it is plain that the 
department cannot expend over $2000 
or’$3000 at the furthest for the extension 
of mains, without making an overdraft. 
An overdraft may be avoided, however 
by charging the sevtra! city depart- 
ments for the quantity of water which 
they consume and crediting this de- 
partment with the same. Should such 
a course result in overdrawing 8 de- 
partments so charged in our opinion it 
will only place the overdrafts where 
they belong. Therefore we respectfully 
request your honorable body to give 
this matter your favorable considera- 
tion, and cause the proper credits to 
be given to this department.

It 18 
noticed that flies, mosquitoes and other 
insectS are. as common as In the dog 
day season. 

The situation is really sertuus and un- 
jess rain soon falls. the farmers of the 
county will lose thousands of dollars.
